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REMARKS 

Claims 15 through 35 are pending in the present application. No additional claims fee is 
believed to be due. 

Claims 1 and 14 were previously canceled without prejudice in Applicants' November 12, 
2003, preliminary amendment. 

Claims 15-29 where added by Applicants' November 12, 2003, preliminary amendment. 
Claims 15-29 have been amended. 
Claims 30-35 are new. 

The priority claim was amended to reflect the fact that the parent of the present 
application has gone abandoned. 

Applicants contend that support for the amendments to Claims 15-29 and new Claims 30- 
35 is found in the original specification and claims. See for example, pages 21-22 of the present 
specification and pages 21-22 of the parent specification. 

It is believed these changes do not involve any introduction of new matter. Consequently, 
entry of these changes is believed to be in order and is respectfully requested. 

REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C, 102(b) 

Claims 15-29 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
dishwashing compositions disclosed in the USP 6,143,707. According to MPEP § 2131, to 
anticipate a claim, the reference must teach every element of the claim. Applicants assert that* 707 
does not anticipate amended Claims 15-29 and new Claims 30-35 as *707 does not teach or 
suggest a liquid, gel or paste cleaning composition comprising the recited components or levels of 
such components. Thus, the 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) rejection is unsupported and should be 
withdrawn. 

Further more Applicants assert that Claims 15-35 are patentable in view of '707 as '707 
fails to teach, suggest or motivate the skilled artisan to do what Applicants have done - 

CONCLUSION 

Applicants contend that Claims 15-35 are free of the art and request that the present 
application be passed to issue. In the event there are remaining issues, the Examiner is invited to 
call Applicants' undersigned attorney to discuss such issues.
